EFFICIENCY  RATING  APPEALS 

On  October  27,  J  942,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  issued  procedural  instruc- 
tions relating  to  efficiency  rating  appeals  from  field  service  employees.  Here- 
after a  field  employee  desiring  to  appeal  from  a  decision  of  the  Bureau  Efficiency 
Rating  Committee  will  do  so  in  the  same  manner  as  Washington  employees. 
Section  VI  of  Secretary  Memorandum  753,  Revised,  dated  April  4,  1940,  is  re- 
scinded. Copies  of  this  memorandum  were  distributed  to  all  employees  at  the 
time  it  was  issued  and  each  new  employee  has  been  furnished  with  a  copy. 

Information  as  to  the  significance  of  efficiency  ratings  as  well  as  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  in  filing  appeals  will  be  included  with  notices  of  efficiency  ratings 
furnished  to  employees  each  year.
